OPPOSING THE 
FCXDING BILL 


BesoJntioua Embracing; Democratic 


Views on Tariff Defeated in 


the State Senate. 


SACIUMEKTO, January 7.—Tn the as- 


sembly this afternoon the anti-funding 
resolution waa received back from the 
senate. Belshaw moved that the rules 
of the assembly be suspended and that 
the resolution be transmitted to the 
Governor with the request that he im- 
mediately send it to Washington. The 
resolution was unanimously adopted. 
Ou motion of Belahaw $200 waa appro- 
priated from the fund for contingent ex- 
penses to pay for telegraphing the reso- 
lution to Washington, 


Caminetti introduced a joint resolu- 


tion out of order, instructing the Cali- 
fornia delegation at Washington to use 
all honorable moans to aecure the-paa- 
aage of the mineral land bill now pend- 
ing in congress. Under suspension of 
rules the resolution was unanimously 
adopted and ordered transmitted to the 
aenate. 


Dibble introduced & bill toappropriate 


$125,000 for affiliated colleges of the 
atato university in San Francisco. Two 
years ago $250,000 was appropriated for 
the eame purpose, butControlIer Colgan 
has declared that in consequence of the 
failure to commence work within the 
first year half the appropriation lapsed. 
Mr. Dibble's bill la intended to preserve 
that amount and not to increase the 
original. 


proas presented a hill amending the 


civil code relating to property sold under ' 
judgment and- Malcolm introduced a 
measure donning the duties and liabili- 
tiflR of employment agents. 


Dibble made a suggestion that when 


adjournment was taken tomorrow that 
it be until Monday at 1 o'clock and that 
xto business, be done tomorrow except 
the introduction of bills. 


Gay of Sun Diego objected to this pro- 


gram on tho ground that a constitu- 
tional provision prevented the adjourn- 
ment for a longer time than seventy-two 
lionre. It was finally decided to ad- 
journ until tomorrow at neon. No 
bnainpsa will be transacted, adjourn- 
ment being taken immediately antil 12 
o'clock Monday. The assembly then 
adjourned. 


After adjournment Chief Olerk Duck- 


worth and Assemblyman Belahaw con- 
veyed the anti-funding resolution to the 
<xovernor!e ofiice, and in the absence of 
thf) chief executive Private Secretary 
McCabe transmitted the message to 
"Washington. 


SENATE. 


SACRAMENTO, January 7.—In the sen- 


-•ate this morning Braunhart introduced 
a free coinage resolution, which was de- 
clared oat of order. 


The senator from San Francisco then 


•offered aa a substitute a joint resolution 
embracing the declaration of the Demo- 
cratic national platform of 1SS8 upon the 
tariff, which was defeated by a strict 
party vote. 


Seawell then offered a substitute de- 


claring in favor of protection of Califor- 
nia products, if the policy is to be car- 
ried into effect by congress. The reso- 
lution was rated out of order. 


Resolutions of respect to tho memory 


of the late Lieutenant Governor Millard 
were introduced by Andrnas. 


The anti-funding resolution, which 


•was a special order for tomorrow morn- 
ing, was taken np and passed with the 
Oamiuetti amendment.

Prices Steadily Advancing in the 


San Franciso Markets. 


SAN FRAXCISCO, January-7.-j^gHeat in

*nd is daily advancing. Sb|.lB (would 
willingly pay $1.60 per cental lor good 
No. 1 shipping wheat today, and it is 
known among a few that they have paid 
aa high as $1.62J£ %for' ijomething extra 
•choice within tho past forty-eight hoars. 


Owing to the growing scarcity of 


wheat in this state, the San Francisco 
market possesses a firmness independ- 
ent of the other leading markets. 
It ia eaid that there is not more than 


250,000 tons of wheat remaining in the 
entire state to supply the export de- 
mand and home requirements before 
another crop is harvested. There has 
i a decrease of 74,745 tons wilrithin

WASHINGTON, January 6.—Tlie wool 


schedule furnished the test for the 
speakers before the ways and mean!

The manufacturers of woolens will have 
their inning tomorrow.

The officers of the 
the tug profess that they have merely 
been on a wrecking expedition, and say 
they have not soen tho coast of Cuba. 
Unless the Dauntless shall be detained, 
it will at once load with arms and am- 
munition and apply for clearance papers 
for Neavltas, Cuba,

son. Mr. Dougherty left Florida last 
July, since which time no word has been 
heard from him. When he left home in 
July he had just such a watch with auto- 
graphs indicated. He was an ardent 
Cuban supporter, often declaring his 
purpose to join the insurgent army.

UNITED STATES SENATE PASSES 


MANY BILLS. 


The House Devotee the Day tu De- 


bate on the Pacific Railroad 


Funding Bill. 


WASHINGTON, January 7.—The senate 


lad a long and busy session today, paee- 
ng a number of bills on the calendar, 
including several amendments to the 
law of navigation and also tho bill au- 
thorizing the President to reappoint the 
uavy commander, Quackenbush, whose 
case has occasioned much controversy. 
L'rogreaa was made on the bill for free 
homesteads on Indian lands, but a final 
vote was not reached. 


Mr. Platt opposed tha bill in a lengthy 


speech, pointing out that it .would cost 
the government a loss of many millions. 
It was disclosed daring the day that 
Repreaentative-elect Edward E. Rob- 
bias was the author of the letters from 
Havana read in the senate yesterday. 
The other Cuban developmentof tho day 
was a Joint resolution offered by Mr. 
Mille, Democrat of Texas, recognizing 
the independence of Cuba and appro- 
priating 810,000 for a United States min- 
ister to the republic of Cuba.

Mills will speak on the resolution next 
Monday.

The senate adjourned over until Mon- 


day. 


HOUSE. 


AEm-SGTofc, January 7.—The Pacific 


railroad funding bill, which is consid- 
ered the most important piece of legisla- 
tion which will come before congress at 
this session, came op tod ay in the houae 
under a special order which allows two 
days for general debate and ona day for 
amendments and debate nnder the five- 
minnte rule, with provision for a final 
vote on Monday next. There was a 
great deal of interest in the measure and 
tbe members gave all the speakers very 
close attention. A huge map of the 
roads with their feeders was hung on a 
frame erected in the area in front of the 
aoeakar's rostrnm and served to illus- 
trate many of the points made. There 
were only four, speakers today—Mr. 
Powers, Republican o! Vermont, the 
chairman of the Pacific railroad com- 
mittee, who opened with an • exhaustive 
two-hoars' argument in support of tbe 
biH;Mr. Hubbard, Republican of Mis- 
souri, the minority member of the com- 
mittee, who has charge of the opposi- 
tion, and Messrs. Grow, Republican of 
Pennsylvania, and Bell, Democrat of 
Texas, who spoke respectively for and 
agamet the measure.

Senator Call Describes Their 


Condition. 


A LETTER FROM CUBA READ 


The Loud Bill Relating to Second 


Class Mail Matter Passed by 


tbe Honst). 


WASHINGTON, January 6.—The speech 


of Senator Call of Florida on Ouba today 


irved as the medium for making public 


a letter giving a graphic description of 
the Cabanas fortress at Havana and the 
surroundings, of the American citizens 
imprisoned there. The circumstances 
surrounding tho letter attracted marked 
interest to it as Mr. Call said it came 
from a public man of high standing in 
tha United States, who would shortly 
occupy a place in the executive branch 
of the government. The letter dealt 
with the immediate present, and de- 
scribed a visit made by the writer and 
General Lee to Cabanag fortress only 
seven days ago, viz: on the morning of 
December 30th. It told of the pitiful 
condition of prisoners, some of them 
Americana, inclnding Julio Bangui My 
and a young man who was the compan- 
ion of Oharlea Govin, the American 
newspaper correspondent killed in Cuba. 
The recital of theae prisoners was given 
in full. 
' 


Access to the for trees was seecured 


with difficulty, it being open to outsid- 
ers only on Wednesdays, and then after 
twenty-four hours' notice. The writer 
said he and General Lee were escorted 
within the prison, where eight or ten 
persons, some of them Americans, were 
brought out. 


In a circle about them was arranged 


>00 Spanish soldiers, heavily armed. 
One of the prisoners was a man who 
had been with Charles Govin at the 
time, of his Capture. Tbe prisoner 
stated the Spaniards arrested him and 
Govin together. Govin attempted to 
show his United States citizenship 
aapers and MB credentials as an Ameri- 
mn newspaper correspondent, but the 
Spanish commander struck them from 
us hand and turned Goain over to the 
cavalry, while the other prisoner was 
sent tu the Cabanas fortress. 


The writer stated also that from other 


reliable sources it was established that 
3ovin subsequently had been tied to a 
:ree and chopped to pieces. Julio San- 
guilly was another of the prisoners seen 
daring this visit to the fortreaa. The 
writer described him as an old man 
whose hair had turned gray and who ap- 
peared to be over 60 yeara of age. 
San- 


guilly told a pathetic story to the visi- 
tors as tp the injustice of his trial and 
conviction and begged that the United 
States investigate the case with a view 
of establishing that he waa prosecuted 
for what he mujbt have done and not 
what he had done. 


After reading other letters reciting 


the cruel methods employed in Spaniflh 
prisons, Mr. Call declared these prisons 
were stained with the blood of American 
citizen*. It needed bat an investigation 
Lo unmask the eitent of the hatchery, 
lie said. The senator asserted that a 
nation which failed to protect its citi- 
zens jnetly deserved tho execration of 
the civilized world. 


Mr. Call spoke of the reports that the 


powers of Europa would coerce tbe 
United States. "What effect, he asked, 
would such a concert of European na- 
tions have, when the sympathy of man- 
kind and the sympathy of the Chris- 
tian world was with the struggling 
patriots of Caba? It would be a futile 
intervention, even if attempted, for no 
statesman of Europe could successfully 
appeal to tbe masses of his people to 
strike at thoae engaged in a straggle for 
independence and liberty. 


If the United States remained passive 


while such outrages as those on Govin 
aiid Sanguilly proceeded, there conld be 
no prosperity for this country, and no 
respect for It, declared Mr. Call. It 
was a spectacle which belittled the 
United States in the eyes of the world. 


At the close of the speech the senate 


apreed to Mr. Call's resolution asking 
the secretary of state for all correspond- 
ence relating to the case of Julio San- 
guilly. The other resolution demand- 
ing Sanguilly's immediate release was 
referred to the committee on foreign re- 
lations. 


The writer gave the particulars of an- 


other arreat. He said that while at 
General Lee's office on the Monday pre- 
vious (December 2Sth) he saw a son of 
Dr. Betanconrt, an American citizen, 
who had been practicing dentistry in 
Havana for the last year. The son, also 
an American citizen, staled that his 
father had mysteriously disappeared on 
Saturday night. He was traced to the 
Cabanas fortress, where the son, on pay- 
ing 50 cents to a Spanish official, was 
allowed to send in food, and later, on 
paying $1.50 to the official, waa allowed 
to send a cot to his father. Mr. Call re- 
ferred also to the letters received from 
the wife of-on a of the sailors of the ship 
Compt^itor; now imprisoned at Ha- 
vana. 


Daring tbe day the senate passed 


house bills amending the laws relating 
to timbar culture and authorizing bre- 
vets to acting or retired officers o! the 
army or navy. 


The joint resolution requiring the 


British government to pardon Mrs. 
Maybrlck was indefinitely postponed. 
The bill exempting settlers on public 
lands irom paying the original govern- 
ment price fixed on the lands was de- 
bated. Mr. Pettigrew of South Dakota 
an Mr. Carter of Montana spoke in its 
favor, but a final vote was not reached. 


HOUSE. 


WASHINGTON, January 6.—The Load 


bill to amend the law relating to second 
class mail matter '.was passed by the 
house today after two days of debate, by 
a vote of 144 to 105. Tbe opposition to 
the bill made a strong fight against it. 
The statements made on tbe floor as to 
its effect in certain particulars were very 
conflicting. The moat important pro- 
vision of the bill denies the serial pub- 
lications admission to the mails at 1 
cent par pound rates. It is as follows: 


That nothing herein contained shall 


be so construed as to admit to the sec- 
ond class rate publications purporting to 
be issued periodically and to subscribers, 
but which* are merely books or reprinti 
of books, whether they be issued com- 
plete or in parts, whether tboy be bound 
or unbound, whether they be sold by 
subscription or otherwise, or whether 
they purport to be premiums or supple- 
ments or parts of regularnewapaporfi,or 
periodicals. 


The bill also denies to newspapers the 


"flamplo copy" privilege and tbe privi- 
lege enjoyed by newsdealers of returning 
nnaold publications at the second claes 
rate. 


The only other important change pro- 


vides that publishers whose publications 
are admitted ae second class matter 
shall be required before depositing finch 
mail matter in the poatoifice to separate 
the same into United States mail sacks 
or bandies by states, cities, towns and 
counties, as the postmaster general shall 
direct. 


STATE LEGISLATURE. 


SACHAUENTO, January 6.—The senate 


today 
adopted 
a 
caucus 
resolu- 


tion submitted by Senator Pedlar of 
Fresno, appointing fifty-two attaches at 
aggregate daily salaries of $232.50. 


Resolutions of respect in memory of 


the late Senator Nobla Martin of the 
Fifth Senatorial district were adopted, 
and the senate adjourned for the day. 


ASSEMBLY. 


Another brief session of the assembly 
was held today. Bills were introduced 
appropriating $133,100 for the comple- 
tion of the work on tho Highland insane 
asylum; to appropriate money for aged 
indicants and to authorize the use of 
photograpy to detect and / prevent 
fraudulent voting. 


Joint resolutions were adopted calling 


upon the congressional delegation to try 
to obtain legislation for the protection 
of frnit. 


The assembly adopted a joint resolu- 


tion askine tho California delegation in 
congress to urge government engineers 
to rqake an estimate of the costof dredg- 
ing in Suisun bay to open the way for 
big ships between San Francisco and 
Antiocb. 


The assembly then adjourned until 


tomorrow. 


SENATORIAL CANDIDATES. 


Waymire's Friends Urging Him to 


Enter the Contest. 


SACEAMENTO, January 6. --Another 


candidate for United States senator ap- 
peared on tbe political horizon today in 
the person of ex-Judge \Vaym\re of 
Alameda. The Shortridge forces claim 
that Waymire's desertion from the Per- 
kins ranks has strengthened their fight, 
inasmuch as they claim that it has 
broken the caucus and left the members 
to vote BB they choose. Perkins" friends 
say that those who voted for the senator 
in caucus cannot go hack on their prom- 
ise to support him, and that others will 
be found to take Waymiro'a place. 


Waymire's friends want the assem- 


blyman to go into the fight, but .the 
Alameda man wants to see his way 
clear to victory before declaring himself. 
He has a grievance against Perkina, 
who, his friends say, has played fast 
and loose with him, and deliberately 
turned him down while pretending to be 
his friend. 


FIVE MORE INDICTMENTS. 


Assemblyman Landsborough Will 


Be Arrested. 


SACRAMENTO, January 6.— The grand 


jury this evening broaght in five more 
indictments against Assemblyman L.M. 
Landsborongh of the Twenty-second dia- 
trict. There are two charges of forgery 
and three for fraudulent conduct while 
acting in the capacity of deputy comity 
clerk. Altogether there are seven in- 
dictments against Landsborough. When 
the assembly adjourned today Lands* 
borough went to hie home at Florin. He 
will be arrested upon bis arrival in the 
morning. He has been holding his seat 
in the assembly. 


ALLISON DECLINES. 


HE PBEFEBS THE SENATE TO A 


CABINET POSITION. 


He Expresses Sympathy With and 


Good Wishes for tho Incoming: 


Administration. 


CLEVELAND, O., January 6.—Senator 


William B. Allison has for the third 
time declined the proffer of an Ohio born 
President to accept a position in hia 
cabinet. This is the position that Presi- 
dent-elect McKinley finds himaelf in to- 
night as the resnlt of his conference with 
Senator Allison today. The interview 
witb Major McKinley lasted from 10.30 
until 1.15, when the gentlemen sat down 
to lunch together. 


Senator Allison expressed his fullest 


sympathy witb, and good wishes for the 
incoming administration and expressed 
his desire to do all he could to promote 
its welfare. Ue was decisive in the 
statement, however, that he conld not, 
with the new senatorial term beginning 
with the administration, piyo up his 
place in the senate for an administrative 
office. 
In explaining hia regret at not being 


able to accept a cabinet position Senator 
Allison gave the President the heartiest 
assurances of bis co-operation in the 
senate, where he said he felt that he 
could be of more bene6t both to Major 
McKinley and the .Republican party 
than by taking up tbe intricate and diffi- 
cult task which must fall npon the 
shoulders of a cabinet officer. 


It is said that the last thing Ma- 


jor McKinley did before leaving Canton 
today waa to wire a request to Senator 
Sherman to come to Ohio for consulta- 
tion. 


Senator Allison remained at the Mc- 


Kinley home until train time thia after- 
noon. He left in a moat happy frame of 
mind, saying as he shook hands with 
the Major, "Good bye, Mr. President; 
good bye, and God bleaa yon, is my 
prayer—and yours too—1 presume."

cases. The measure is in the line of re- 
cent atato laws abolishing capital, pan- 
shment and applies the same principle 
0 federal offenses, Although the change 
a not extended to a total abolition of 
tbe death penalty. The present laws, 
which liave come down from colonial 
times, have a sanguinary aspect and 
Describe death for offenses of vazious 
characters. The bill passed today re- 
duces the offenses to five, viz: Treason, 
rape, murder and two offenses applies- 
)Ie to tiio army and navy. In all other 
offenses hard labor for life ia substituted 
ia the maximum punishment, and even 
n caaea of murder and rape,, hard labor 
nay be substituted if the jury states iq 
tfl verdict "without capital punish- 
ment." As the bill baa paeaed-the house 
after a long crusade by Representative 
Curtis of New York and is amended but 
slightly bj the senate, it is likely to go 
to the President when the minor dis- 
agreements are arranged in conference.

In so doing, it 
has been influenced by no fcaling of 
antipathy toward tbe big city. Rather, 
it haa regretfully called attention ti a 
condition which doea not bodo well for 
California in general, for it firmly be- 
lieves that the EtatB will not prosper 
while its metropolis ia afflicted with 
semi-stagnation. It has referred to thb 
vast difference in the flavor oi Los An- 
gela energy and San* Francisco lack of 
energy, and occasionally it has been 
well rapped over the knuckles for such 
utterances. Bnt now road the iollow- 
ing, which, under the caption, "The 
Writing.on the Wall," was pnbliahed as 
an editorial in the last iasne of the San 
Francisco News-Letter: 


It behooves the merchants of this city 


to bestir tHemselves if they do not wish 
to see what little traclo is still theirs di- 
verted by the more enterprising cities m 
this state. We refer more especially .to 
the city oi Los Angeles, which is rapidly 
becoming a rival to Saa Frnaeisco in 
more senses of the word than one. J.nat 
the rivalry ifl friendly makes it none the 
]BSB dangerous. A city rises in import- 
ant according to the 
amount of 


bnstaOBS done ia its limits. Its progress 
is determined by the enterprise and 
Buccesa of its individual merchants. 
Commercial apathy means ultimate 
ruin. The News-Letter, while having 
the interests of all Calilornia at heart, 
is malnlv interested ia San Francisco 
and would gladly see it maintain that 
supremacy which has hitherto b, :n ac- 
corded it. We repeat, however, that 
our title to this supremacy is being un- 
dermined by the Bister city above men- 
tioned, and unless onr business men be-

The California raisin grower aska only 
that to which ho ia entitled, bnt that 
fact cannot bo exacted to count for 
much unless it is laid before conireES 
in a convincing way. \Ve fully under- 
stand the situation here, but members 
of congress from Nebraska, Maine, Sew 
York and other distant localities do not 
understand it any better than we un- 
derstand the needs oi the industries in 
their localities ; and our own represent- 
atives are not fully prepared to prop- 
erly present our case unless we furnish 
them with relUble and conviccins data 
to establish the merit ol onr claims.

The etate legislature, which waa to 
onvene at Pierre tomorrow, and ban- 
uet to Governor Lee, which was to 
ave followed, will of necessity be poat- 
oned, aa about 80 of the 126aresnow- 
Kinnd, and somQ of them will not reach 
;be capital for several daya, 


OMAHA, January 4.—Up to midnight 
here has been little abatement in the 
uriy of the storm that has raged in 
his section for sixty hours. The snow 
has ceased falling, but the wind still 


lows a gale and the temperature is very 


Reports from the state Indicate only .a 


partial blockade. Trains on the Union 
'ft-iific, Burlington, Elkhorn and Ilocb 
leland roads weat are moving slowly, 
mt within one or two hours of schedule 
,ime. 
On the north and south roada 


.here ia ranch trouble. The Omaha line 
s completely tied up, the drifta in tbe

zard haa been raging throughout the 
northwest and today, aa a result, train 
service ia considerably crippled. 


In a number of towna business waa 


about suspended. 
Devil's Lake, North Dakota, leported 


no trains for thirty-six hours, and Grand 
Forks makes a similar report, adding 
that the schools are closed and wires 
down to the west of there". 
In South Dakota there waa no anow, 


bnt tho storm waa a littie more severe 
than in the north etate. Huron reports 
drifts fifteen feet high and the storm 
still racing. 
Vermillion states that all business haa 


been suspended. Mitchell reports no 
trains since the storm began on Sunday 
morning and streets deserted. Brook- 
ing classes it as the worst blizzard 
known for years and all business sus- 
pended. 
Yanktown reports many trams aban- 


doned on account of the storm. Water 
town fears that the stock will suffer.

Major Uelgado was met at the tram 


by J. A. Huay, i'lotida representative of 
;no Cuba junta, to whom he told tho 
story of tue wreck. Dalgado reported 
,hat-hewaa awakened about midnight 
Friday night bv the report that the 
steamer was leaking. The pumpa would 
not work, hut tt.e meu eat to work to 
bail the steamer out. Thia proved in- 
effectual and soou the engineer reported 
that it was impossible to go auy further, 
as the water had put out tLe fires in the 
engines. 
The Commodore waa iboii twenty 


miles out at sea, and waa running to- 
ward Moequito inlet light. The boats 
wero lowered and Delgado and eleven 
others got into one boat and pulled 


The sea was rough. It waa 3.30 a.m. 


and erytaing dark. Delgado was of the 
impression that tho other boats were 
lowered at the eame time, but he was 
not certain. He knew nothing about 
tho sinking of the steamer or whether 
any others than those in his boat were 
saved. 


Stephen Crane, probably the best 


known American on board, was with 
Captain Murphy in one of the boats. 
They have not been heard from.

With little beating of drums or blowing 
of trampsts, a war-like c:ova upon the 
part of the republic of Colombia ia now 
believed to have been checked by the 
republic of Nicaragua, although further 
news from the objective point, Corn 
island, is anxiously expected here. . 


About a month ago the government of 


Nicaragua waa informed, unofficially, 
that Colombia had planned to make a 
landing on Corn island, a valuable 
Btragetic spot, situated about thirty-six 
miles off Mosquito coaet belonging to 
Nicaragua, whose flag is to be hauled 
down and the ensign of Colombia sub- 
stituted for it. It waa alleged that Nica- 
ragua waa overtaxing Corn island and 
that the inhabitants, numbering & few 
hundred, had appealed to Colombia for 
redress on the ground that territory 
some five milea long, which formerly be- 
longed 10 Colombia, wasjunlawfully held 
by Nicaragua. It was further stated 
that the prefect of San Andrez, Colom- 
bia, had assembled a military force and 
was ouly waiting fpr tbe arrival of a 
Colombian gunboat to embark with the 
troopa to proceed to Corn island, seize it 
and fortify it acainat the possibility of 
•ecaptura. 


That auch a plan was discussed there 


is no reason to doubt, but President 
Zolaya o! Nicaragua took prompt etepa 
to meet this move upon tbe part of the 
neighboring republic. Very quietly de- 
tachments of Nicaraguan troops wore 
assembled here and at Gr&nda, and 
when all was ready they were eent iu 
small parties nero£9 Lake Nicaragua and 
down the San Juan river to Greytown 
and BlueQelds. By this time the sol- 
diers oE Nicaragua 'are believed to ha iu 
Scssesion of Big and Little Corn islands, 
. jr there are two of them, and the work 
of ercatinc a strong fort should be pro- 
gressing. The troops took all their best 
guns available and a supply of ammuni- 
tion and other supplies. Storehouses 
ira • also to be constructed at Corn 
island. 


Of couise, if the Colombian expedition 


started earlier

reached Corn island before the Nica- 
raguan 
trcopa,- fighting may have 


occurred bsfore this, and if BO, the mat- 
ter may lead to a general upheaval in 
Central America, for Colombia' was 
warned, diplomatically and through the 
press, early last month, that her seizure 
of Corn island might lead to a warlike 
combination of tbo ropnblir, of Salvador 
and Honduras in support of Nicaragua 
against her. 


Colombia was also advised if she still 


maintained her rights over Corn island, 
'o submit them to the arbitration of a 
disinterested republic. 


To these threats and suggestions, ap- 


parently no attention was paid, for it 
tvaa announced that tbe Colombian gun* 
i)uats were being fitted out for transpor- 
tation of Colombian troops to Corn 
island. It ia supposed here that the 
Nicaraguan sources reached there in ad- 
vance of the Columbian detachment.

point, and especially aa the time for 
raising it officially hae long since passed, 
aud holds that Corn island waa pure of 
tbe Mosquito territory and aa such ia 
now a portion of NicaraRaan territory.

Corn island, np to the present, has 


been little more than the headquarters 
of very numerous bands of amncglers, 
and it has hitherto been found difficult, 
if not impossible, to keep a garrison 
there. The soldiers having nnthing to 
do but lazily mount guard now and 
again, while basking in the warm ann- 
ahine In a delightful climate, soon be- 
come too friendly with tbe smugglers 
and eventually desert in the smugglers' 
boats to the east coast of Nicaragua and 
thereafter escape from duty. Now, bow- 
ever, etepH are to be taken to prevent 
the dwindling away of the Niearaguan 
army. 


The eon a to be taken to Corn island 


by the Nicaraguan troops are understood 
to have formed part of the consignment 
recently purchased in Germany and are 
of modern style. 


Corn island is considered to be tbe 


healthiest spot about tho coaat of Cen- 
tral America. 


The ground ia ao high above the sea 


and the sides af the larger island are 
rocky and admirably adapted to being 
converted into strong fortifications. 


Inhabitants are mainly Indians and 


smugglers, also there are a few Ameri- 
can and English merchants doing bnai- 
ness there. Both Big and Little Corn 
Island afford good anchorage to the 
largest vessels close to the shore and in 
short a better spot for a coaling station 
aud repair shop for the United States 
war vessel a could hardly be found.

The Republicans 
n the senate caucused three times be- 
fore they could determine on the amount 
of patronage to be doled oat to each of 
tbe twenty-eight 
senators. The last 


caucus w»9 convened at S o'clock thia 
afternoon and lasted until 5.40. The 
distribution of the loaves and fishes waa 
checked when the total reached $5CO a 
d,ny. Two yeara ago the daily expenses 
of the senate amounted to $733. The 
allowance to each senator has baen cut 
almost in half. In the session of 1696 
the patronage in the gift of each senator 
amount id to $32 per diem. Now it will 
amount to but $17. There will be aboat 
100 employes aa against 170 two yeara 
ae;o. A resolution will be introduced ia 
the senat3 to make the caucus resolution 
a cist-iron one, and to prevent tbe in- 
trcinction of any 
future resolutions 


having in view the increasing of the ex- 
penses. 


The assembly caucus adopted the re- 


port of its committee on patronage 
thereby making a saving, it is claimed, 
of about $197 a day. Each of the fortv- 
six Republican assemblymen has at his 
disposal one $8 and one $5 per diem po- 
sition.

TKE LOUD BILL. 


The hooae of representatives has 


passed the Loud bill to amend tbe postal 
lawe by wclodinR serial publications 
and sample copiea o! newepspera from 
B«ond-cl»ES nuil matter, but it doea not 
seceiEarily follow tbat it tbould have 
done BO. Withal, the vote in the houae 
was cloae enough to deraonBtraie that 
the representatives themeelvea are not 
very certain thut it ia advisable that the 
bill ehould become ft law. The vote 
stood, 144 in favor o* tb* measure to 105 
opposing it. That ifl to say, leas than 5S j 
per cent of the 
voting eonEreeemen' 


favored the measure, while more than 
42 per cent opposed it. 


Of the part of the bill relating to the 


exclusion of eample copiea of newspa- 
pers from second-class mail matter, lit- 
tle need be e&id. It » of importance 
principally to the-pub!i«hers of newe- 
papore, and if they do not generally in- 
terest themeekeB, in the matter, the 
public certainly need not greatly agitate 
it-eH about it. The Newspaper :Pub- 
lishera' Association haa, indeed, uttered 
its protest, as beat it might, against the 
bill becoming a law, bat pnbliahere in 
general havo remained apathetic, and, 
while they remain so, the people need 
not be burdened with newspaper discus- 
sion of thia phaae of the aubject. 


Bnt there ia another phase which is of 


general interest, and that is the part of 
the bill relating to the exclusion of 
aerial publications. If this becomes 
law it will largely deprive the poorer 
claas of people 
of 
the benefit of 


high-clasa literature. 
Many of the 


books which are sent through the mails 
as BBCond-ciass matter are the worka of 
authors of high repute. You may go 
into a city bookstore in these daya, and 
yon willlthereUnd classics, ancient and j 
modern'aellinfi at 5 or 10 cents. The 
print may, or may not, be small and 
poor, and the paper on which they aro 
printed may,-or may not,, be coarse, 
but the great thongbta of all times are 
there, and they may be secured for the 
price of ft glass or two of bear or a cigar. 


With bringing about this fortunate 


condition the low rate on eecond-class 
mail matter has no little to do. With- 
out that rate, theae cheap 
claaaica 


would not be in existence. The Loud 
bill which the honse has passed pro- 
poses to exclude ench publications from 
tbe benefit of cheap postage. A pro- 
teat against it should be heard from 
every individual who believes that the 
best hope of the republic, at any rate, 
lies in the general culture and enlighten- 
ment of ita citizens. 


To bo BOW, it ia asserted, and trnth- 


fnlly, tbat vfle literature of the "Old 
Sleuth" variety alio secures the benefit 
of a low rate of postage. It docs, and 
the more iaihe pity, bat we^cannot afford 
to destroy cheap and good literature in 
order to decreaes the quantity of the 
cheap and poor. It eeemi unnecessary 
to say that i£is literature of a high claaa 
which first will feel the effect of an in- 
crease of portal rates. The literary taate 
of the general public unfortunately ia 
low; they are not the best hooka which 
moat appeal-to it- Bnt the inevitable 
tendency of cheap and excellent books is 
to educate and improve thia taate. The 
process is slow, but it must be conceded 
that it ifl certain. 


But that education in the right direc- 


tion still ifl little more than in ita in- 
iancy. Aa a consequence, if postal rateii 
now are increased, one class ol cheap 
publications will go and another will re- 
main. The claas that will go ia the 
good books, and tbe claaa that will re- 
main ie the bad. The proof exists in the 
memory of all persona of middle ago or 


' 
leEfl. They can remember a time, when 
publishing waa a more expensive busi- 
ness than now, when cheap publications 
consisted almost entirely of novela of 
the Beadle and 
Munro variety. 
A1 


cheap book in those'dave meant Three- 
Fingered Jack, tbe^Outlaw of the Forest, 
or something to that effect. The Loud 
bill means a return to some such condi- 
tion. 


It is to be hoped that the bill will be 


killed in the senate, and, if it is not, 
then may Grover for once prove to be 
wiae. It ebonid not become a law. 
Cheap literature, which includes good, 
cannot beltoo much encouraged or fos- 
tered. 


IT is a curious fact that when docu- 


ments inimical to the interests of the 
good Mr. HnntinRton are in the keeping 
of tha federal government, they havo a 
way ol mysteriously disappearing. We 
do not mention this as a suspicions cir- 
cumstance; we merely call attention to 
it as an illustration oi the truth that the 
Almighty is not alone in working in 
.a mysterious way, his wonders to per- 
form. The latest Instance of this re- 
markable and unaccountable—but not 
suspicious—tendency of tbinga which 
Mr. Unntington does not favor, to dis- 
appear, is found in the case of the legal 
opinion rendered by Secretary Lamar 
concerning the amounts due the sinking 
fund of the Central and Union Pacific 
railroads, through the action of tbe 
management of the ro»da in charging 
up as operating expenses the anme thno 
paid, instead of deducting the same 
amount from the net earnings of the 
road after 25 per cent, due tbe sinking 
fund, had been deducted. Senator Pet- 
tigrew called on Secretary Carlisle to 
produce this opinion, when it was dis- 
covered chat it had disappeared. The 
opinion was not of aach a uatare that it 
was calculated to soothe the feelings of 
tha good Mr. Hontingtoc, bat this 
proves nothing, unless it be, as Mr. 
Huntinston might remark, that there 
indeed is a divinity which ebapes our 
endi. There is no accounting for these 
disappearances, we aay; doubtless they 
merely happen en. Bnt they certainly 
do indicate that Heaven, or something, 
ifl good to Uncle Coilis. 


BELSHAW5 RESOLUTION. 


On the Qrat day of the legislature a 


taie will never be euspflcted oi being 
witty. It occupies jaBt 100 page* in the 
book derated to it« publication, and 
would consume twenty-fire or thirty 
eoluMBB of the REPCBLICAX'B ep*ce were 
this paper to attempt to publish it. It 
eeriauely erra on the eide of prolixity 
lor probably not a hundred psople in tb* 
world ever will read it. The Rsi-uBLiCis 
baa no twenty-five or thirty columns in 
fcoy single issue to devote to it, nod' 
would not feel justified in publishing i 
as a serial. Ilence it will, aa best it 
may, give its readers an idea of the most 
salient points of the message. Speak- 
ing of the economical admmietration of 
etate affairs, the Governor eays:

forty-seventh and forty-eigth fiscal years 
show that Jl04.ti67.50 will be saved over 
the estimates of two years ago, although 
it ia universally conceded that the asy- 
lums will increase their mmatea by 
hundreds.

A general inclination toward economy 


ia evident in the state institutions.

the Agnews asylum, running over $17,- 
000 under its appropriation; the Men- 
docino asylum, running $13,000 under 
ita appropriation; the Stockton asylum, 
running $14,000 under its appropria- 
tion, and a reduction in each and every 
one of them in per capita, and in some 
institutions—the WMttier atate school, 
for instance—a reduction of over $500 
per month iu salaries." In tbiaconnee- 
tion, however, it ia recommended that 
"tnereEhould ba a central body—bo it 
the Board of Examiners or a Board of 
Charity, or whatever we wish to call it— 
with power to prescribe for the number 
of employes and their compensation, 
and alao to have general business super- 
viaion of tho affairs of the various insti- 
tutions, their advertisements and con- 
tracts for supplies."

It might paes the fundinc bill, 
notwithstanding tha practically unani- 
mous protestof the citizens of the state 
most directly interested by it, viz: Cali- 
fornia. But that possibility need not 
prevent our legislature from protesting, 
nor need the probable refusal of con- 
gress to grant government ownership 
deter us from asking for that which 
would be tbe best thing for the people at 
large.

Most people here are apt to look npon 


government ownership and operation of 
railroads aa an experiment. In so doing 
they betray a large disregard or igno- 
rance of facta. So true ia this that it 
might almost bo said that .the nation 
which still holds to private ownership ia 
the one that is engaged in experimenting. 
01 74 nations containing railroads, the 
governments own tho roads, in whole or 
in part, iu 57 instances, while iu but 17 
instances do the governments own no 
roads. That is to cay, in almost four- 
fiftha of the civilized nations the gov- 
ernmenta own and operate roada today; 
In but a little more than one fifth of the 
nations ia there no such ownership. 
Aside from the United States, there ia 
but one great nation in the world which 
does not own the railroads in whole or 
ia part. Thia lone exception (not count- 
ing our country) ia Great Britain, and 
in that country the government control 
is io strict and so efficient that it very 
nea'rly amounts to government opera- 
tion. Belgium, Brazil, Denmark, France, 
Germany, Italy, the

The Home Oil Company was orean- 


ized in this city yeeterday, and the fol- 
lowing, who ore also stockholders, were 
elected officers; President, U. W, Ter- 
till; vice preaidem, I. F. Poaton; treas- 
urer, C. M. Kilbouioe; secretary, K. 
W. Brown; manager, Captain Frank 
Barrett. The members of the company 
reside at Belina. 


The purpose oi the new organisation 


is to develop au oil claim in the foot- 
hills in the southwestern portion o! tho 
eonnty, located about nine miles above 
OoalinRa. The company ia said to have 
aome excellent prospects, its claim giv- 
ing indications ot good mineral value, 
and lAMine win he hegua at once. The 
machinery is already uu *i^ ground, 
and it is the intention to push tue opur-, 
ations with viEOr. 


The company proposes to construct ft 


pipe line from its wells to a point on the 
Southern Pacific railroad, about a mile 
Booth of Coalinga. Captain Barrett yes 
terday secured permission from the 
Board oi Supervisors to lay the lino 
along the county road. -It will be nine 
miles in lonetb and large enough to con 
vty a big stream of oil. It will be thi 
first pipe line for the tranamisabn of oi 
in the county. No pumps wiB be re 
quired, as the pipe will he laid so aa to 
take advantage of the law of gravUatnn 
the wells being situated about 700 fei 
higher than tho railroad. 


The company will deal exclusively in i

will be fllsd in a few days. Captain 
Barrett is the principal owner of tho 
new enterprise. The stockholders have 
invested considerable capital in it, but 
it la understood that eastern capitalists 
are also interested. 
The Sunset Oil Company, which owns 


a tract ot 1S80 acres north of Alcalde, 
has begun work in earnest. A lot of 
new machinery arrived on the ground 
last Saturday, and preparations are 
being made to bore for oil. Tho com- 
pany will start in with a ten-inch drill, 
and will bore 1000 feet. The machinery 
in the finest that could be bought, and 
as Boon OB the derrick that ia being 
erected is in working order, drilling will 
be commenced. A water plant has al- 
ready been put in. 
The refinery in this city will also start 


up soon. Somo now machinery will be 
added and its capacity increased. It 
will manufacture all the different prod- 
nets of petroleum, and the company ex- 
pects excellent returns on its invest- 
ment.

"On the 27th of March, 1887, in com- 


pany with two men who were in the em- 
ploy o£ the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany, we left the trading poat of that 
company at the head of one of tho bays 
of Prince William'a sound with our 
aleda loaded with our summer'a sup- 
plies. Our trail led ua up a glazier to 
the aumrnit of the Ooaat range. An- 
other Rlazier ran to the north, almoat 
opposite. We followed thia until it gave 
out- and from under it came Kuuhing 
orth a river. Here we built1 two ratta 
and floated down until we came to a 
ake. The timber being large in thin 
ocality we made two boata, abandoned 
our elede, put our supplies into one 
Mat, which we called onrtransport,aud 
;ot into the other and continued our 
ouruey. 
"At the north «nd of this lake we 


found the outlet, quite a large river, 
which we followed down, expecting it 
wonld empty into Copper river above 
the canyon or rapid, through which the

Tbe 
poUuei.iu was there in lull force, as 
vc-ro the candidates and their friend?, 
and there was also a number of foothill 
Populists, who looked as hungry as a 
bear thai haa jnH awakened from its 
winter sleep, and whose glances were 
directed appealiogly to W. P. Manly, 
one oi the new supervisors aud a fellow 
Populist. 
The keenest interest waa manifested 


by the onlookera. Ttiere had been talk 
of combinations and those whoespecteJ 
something from the new board looked 
eitlier hopeful or anxious, accordinc aa 
thi'V were proteges of this faction or 
that, U was elated a few daya ago that 
Manlv, Smith and Rose had combined 
to uive the county a new and ellicient 
get iii eub-rlinaie ofBcials and to cut 
down the (xpeneea of the county gov- 
ernment f.s much aa it was in their 
p;mer to do. 
It was known that Manly had ex- 


pressed the desire to get rid of the

Several itema in the grand jury's re- 


port impressed me, and I judge that 
they are worthy of aome comment, be- 
cause they are worthy of the thoughtful 
consideration of all citizens. 


In tho firBt place, the report shows 


that nine of the public olhces in thia 
county are costing the taipayera almost 
$75,000, an average of ahout S82oOto the 
office. To run theae nine otfices (and 
there are othera) coats the citizens of 
Fresno county an average of about?2.DU 
per annum, to the individual; or, to 
atate the matter differently, it is an 
average of J12..iO to each head of a fam- 
ily of five persons. PerhapB this great 
expenditure ia necessary, bnt I do not 
believe it. In such times aa these 
we cannot afford anch compensation to 
officials, and there are plenty of good 
and competent men who wonld jump at 
the chance to do the work for less. I 
am informed that the legislature will 
devote aome attention to thia matter of 
excessive salaries, etc. It ought to do 
BO and its action ahould be vigorous. 


In the second place, it appeara that 


five men who are running saloons in 
tbia city have not nad licenses for Irom 
three to aevpn months in the various in- 
stancea. Why has tbia been permitted? 
la there so great a dearth ol saloons here 
that we should tolerate the unlicensed 
variety? And what sort of justice is u 
to the men who do pay for licenses, to 
put them in competition will, men who 
are- at no ench expense? For their 
license money they are promised the 
protection of the law. What aort ol 
protection ia this that they are Krtting?

Btate in whiter. He confined nimself 
mostly to the second cropof grapea while 
here.

fromtbe wineries. He would bring a 
large force of men to pick the grapes 
and man haul the fruit away. 
After 


this ba rarely returned to settle with the 
owner of the vineyard. When found 
and a^ked for an explanation he would 
invariably say that he had not yet re- 
ceived any returns. 


Karr'a operations here on this line are 


said to have been quite extensive. They 
have not been confined to tbe season of 
1896 alone, but it ia said that he failed 
to pay for tbe crops of several vineyards 
the year before. The several amounts 
gained by him in this fraudulent man- 
ner were not very large, but they make 
quite a reap* ctablo total. 
It SB not known if the orange "growers 


are beinn similarly treated by him. 


Karr had a large force of pickers in 
h» employ during the paet season in 
thia county, and they had to take ex- 
treme measures to get him to pay their 
wages. They had wbat they considered 
good reasons to believe that he was try- 
ing to bilk them also, but if he had any 
euch intention be was not successful in 
carrying it out. The settlement was 
effected a few weeks ago at tbe ranch of 
Mrs. Captain Smith abont five miles 
north of Sauger. 
The laborers had become suspicion! 
that it WBB their employer'e purpose not 
to pay them, and they decided to make 
a demand upon him in a body. Karr 
met it with a proposition to delay mat- 
ters. The pickers insisted on having 
their money immediately, bnt the em- 
ployer positively refused to make the 
settlement. He announced that he was 
determined not to pay at that time. 


Then it was that the workingmen as- 


serted 
themselves. They 
advanced 


npon Mr. Karr, who waa powerless 
againat so many, and took him prisoner. 
They placed him in an ant-building, 
telling him that they would detain him 
there until their money was forthcom- 
ing. Tne employer was held prisoner 
in tbe room for a whole night, and the 
next morning be waa as determined aa 
ever not to yield. Then the men dis- 
patched oneof their nnmbertoSanger to 
procure some tar, an article which waa 
not kept in supply in the amount re- 
quired at the ranch or in the neighbor- 
hood.

Senator Pedlar Proposes to Amend 


the Wright Act. 


The following is a dispatch from Sac- 


ramento in yesterday's Call: 


Senater Pedlar of Fresno wiU take a 


prominent part in legislation for the 
benefit of irrigatore. There are many 
things in the Wright law that aro un 
aatiefactory to farmers in every part o; 
the state where the law is in operation 
and Senator Pedlar propoeea to intro- 
duce a bill to amend tbe law, or, if nee 
eseary, to repeal it. 
There are man/ districts in Madera 


and Fresno counties that are under the 
operation of the act, but tbe lands in 
and immediately contiguous to Fresno 
city are independent of the act. The

annual road tax last year. The people 
were not able to pay the money aa 
readily as they could work, and not- 
withstanding that tho law does not per- 
mit a citizen to work on the roads, aa in 
former years, to pay the tas, Mr. Vin- 
cent so arrauged matters that theae peo- 
ple could do so. Their circumstances 
justified the course of the Assessor, who 
did it out of a good heart, and with con- 
siderable trouble to bimeelf. 
Last summer Mr. Vincent went to 


Supervisor F. F. Lotcher, in whose dis- 
trict these people reside, and asked him 
if he would aesiat in the plan by order- 
ing the road wort done.'aud let the resi- 
dents earn the amounti of their road 
ax, and give them credit in tho road 
und of tbe district. The money could 
hen be takon by the Assessor as pay- 
ment for th*e taxes. 
Supervisor Letcher was of course only 


too willing to assist his constituents in 
hie manner.

road fund for Supervisor Letcher's die- 
,rict. The auditor holda that a auper- 
riaor cannot expend more than the rela-

.—id.According to this rnle.it is claimed, 
rfr. Latchor had drawn about $2000 over 
the amount he waa entitled to expend 
by the end of hia term. The auditor for 
hie reason refused to -"iaaue any more 
warrants against district No, 2. 
The fifteen citizens mentioned were 


under these circnmBtances likely to be 
required to put up the cash tax, besides 
laving performed the road work. But 
Assessor Vincent went to Supervisor 
Manly, Letcber's successor, and ex- 
plained matters to him. The new su- 
pervisor consented to appropriate money 
Torn the fund held over for him by the 
auditor to pay these men for the work 
they had done or, in other words, turn 
it over to the assessor in payment of tbe 
road taxes.
